The list-of Egypt's disappoint- 
ments is a long one. It begins with 
Israel's 1981 air strike against the 
atomic reactor i Baghdad (which 
came, embarrassingly, only a few 
days after Begin’s mecting with 
Sadat at Sharm el-Sheikh). It con- 
tinues with Israel’s formal annexa- 
tion of the Golan and of East Jeru- 
salem, its “foot-dragging” in the 
West Bank autonomy talks, the war 
in Lebanon, its continued “provaca- 
tive” settlement policy in the West 
Bank, and the stalled boundary dis- 
pute at Taba. ν 

Ghali chose to concentrate with 
me on two issues: Lebanon, and 
autonomy for the Palestinian Arabs. 

He began by reaffirming Egypt's 
opposition to Israet's military 
“adventure” in the north. I was 
surprised to hear him tell me that a 
few days before the beginning of the 
war in Lebanon, he participated in 
an Egyptian mission that met with

He spoke calmly but bitterly of 
Israeli “deceptions” in this regard. 
The fact that the Labour Party had in 
effect supported the Likud govern- 
ment’s broader war aims in Lebanon 
was one such decéption. The fuct 
that the Likud government launched 
that war was in itself another decep- 
tion. 

Ghali and other Egyptian officials 
to whom I spoke in Cairo vehement- 
ly rejected the official Isracli thesis 
that the motive behind the Egyptian 
freeze on normalization was the avid 
desire of Mubarak's Egypt to return 
to the Arab fold, 

The Egyptian foreign minister ex- 
plains Israel's “deceptions” und “failure 
to live up to the letter and spirit 
of the Camp David agreements” by 
saying that “the Likud suddenly dis- 
covered that [Begin] had given up 
too much. They began to say. that 
what had happened in the case of the 
return of all of Egyptian territory in 
Sinai to Egypt would nor be permit- 
ted to happen on the West Bank.” 


ON THE Palestinian issue, Ghali 
complained that the Israeli military 


occupation of the West Bank was 
more oppressive than before the 
signing. of the peace treaty. “The 
situation there is worse, and the 
Palestinians’ perception of itis that it 
isten times worse.than it had been.” . 

He charged that the agreement 


-with Israel at‘Camp David was that 
“nothing would change in the territo- 
. tles during the period of the agree- 


ment (the reference was to the five:

should not act as a spur to the 
Palestinians to agree to enter nego- 
tiations with Israel on the fate of the 
territories, in view of the probability 
that time was working against them, 
Ghali said this was mere “casuistry. 
But we ourselves have used that 
argument with the Palestinians, 
too.” 

Ghali’s sense of chagrin was espe- 
cially sharp in the context of Epyp- 
tian perceptions that all the Israeli 
policies had served to strengthen the 
arguments of the Arab rejectionists 
against the ‘Egyptian pence initia- 
liye. 

“From 1951 to 1977 the Egyptian 
leadorship saw its rolu as leading the 
Arab world ina militury and di- 
Plomatic campaign against [srnel. 
After Saduat's visit lo Jerusalem, our 
aim was to direct a new coalition for 
peice," F 

Israeli actions like the invasion of 
Lebanon played into the hands of 
the rejeetior in the Arab world, 
who argued ὁ 
with Israel was impossible, he suid. 
“The Arabs were passive in response 
to Isracl’s invasion of Lebanon, be- 
cause the rejectionists were basically 
pleased with it—it proved their thesis 


“that no peace with Israel was possi- 


ble.”

Egypt had been the one that broke 
the ice in concluding an armistice 
agreement with Esrael in 1949, Egypt 
alsa the first ta conclude a 
sepuation-ol-forces agreement with 
Israel in 1974-75. In both eases her 
lead had been followed by the other 
Arab belligerents, including Syria. 
That was the model that should have 
develuped in the present case too, he 
implied. 

Ghali concluded the interview by 
giving his “realistic assessment™ that 
there would be no Israeli withdrawal 
from Lebanon, and thus no change 
in the state of relations, “hefore new 
elections in Israel." 


DR ELIATU Ben-Elissar, whom 
we interviewed before leaving for 
Egypt, was director-general of the 
Prime Minister's Office during the 
entire period of the negotiations and 
subsequently Israel's first ambassa- 
dor to Cair : 
Ben-Elissar, now chairman of the 
Knesset: Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee, clearly has a diffe- 
rent view of events. “There was no 
Israeli double-cross ind they have 
never accused us of one. We don't 
accuse them of that either. In our 
eyes, normalization is the very ess- 
ence of the peace process. In their 
eyes, the level of those relations are 
ἃ legitimate political tuol, 
“Whether the stite of the peace is 
‘hot’ or ‘cold’ depends entirely on 
them. The truth is that, even in 
Sadul’s duys, every additional prop 
Ὁ process came at our 


initiative, never at theirs. [n that 


sense, the situation under Mubarak 
has not become worse.” 

Intimately familiar with the litany 
of Egyptinn complaints, Dr. Ben- 
Elissur ticked off Israel's responses: 

On Lebanon: ‘Nu govern- 
ment in the world, including 
Egypt's, would have stood by idly in 
the face of the threat to her citizens, 
from the PLO in Lebanon. But when 
you take a closer look, Egypt's true 
inlerests in Lebanon are nol that far 
from Israel's, taving a Syria-ffec 
Lebanon.” 

On autonomy and the Palestinian 
issue: “Sadat, not Israel, suspended 
the autonomy talks, We ure ready lo 
resume them at any time." 

On the Palestinian issue, “There 
was no double-crass. They had 
hopes — or rather illusions. But we 
told them, repeatedly, “There will 
never be # Palestinian state west of 
the Jordan, [srael will continue to 
rule there." 

“They were fully aware of our 
stand. But they hoped that the 
Americans would help them over- 
come Isracl’s position. It simply 
didn't work out that way. We didn't 
permititto. : 

“The reason that Sadat finally 
suspended the autonomy talks was 
that he was convinced that Jimmy 
Curter couldn't apply pressure on 
Israel in an election year. 

“We always told them that our 
interpretation of the autonomy con- 
cept, to which we had committed 
Ourselves, was “that of personal 
autonomy, to the inhabitants not to 
the territory. 

“In formal terms we agreed to 
‘legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
People’, not to their ‘self- 
determination.’ . . = ;

TRYING to understand what was 
actually agreed to at Camp David 
and in the peace treaty itself, one 
quickly gets hogged down in the fine 
points af Diplomatese. Dr. Mus- 
tapha Khalil, was Egyptian prime 
minister at the time of the negotia- 
tions, (“I was responsible for the 
negotiations and defended the 
ugreements before our National 
Assembly and the referendums that 
approved them,”) argues that there 
was no anibignity at all in the agree- 
ments, and certainly not in those 
pits pertaining to the Palestinian 
issuc, 

Khalil, who is today deputy chair- 
man of the ruling National Demo- 
cratic Party, received us in his well- 
appointed office in the Arab-Africa 
Bank. [Te can tick off the points of 
the Cump David agreements of the 
pence trenty by heart, as one who 
lived intimately through the process 
of their fashioning. ’ 

_ “From our viewpoint, we believe 

‘that Israel did not carry out her 
commitments under the Camp 
David accords on the obligation to 
work towards 4 comprehensive 
peuce. In that sense she acted against 
the textand spirit of the agreement,”

The back-and-forth arguments on 
the real meaning of the Camp David 
agreements and the clauses of the 
peace treaty provide a gdod handle 
for understanding the different 
points of view. Dr. Khalil's claim for 
example that nothing was left ambi- 
guous. : : 

It depends on how one reads the 

. texts. Theré is much to be said for 
the argument that the sections relat- 
ing to the thorny Palestinian issue 
are full of “code words” which mean 
different: things to the Istaeli and

Eygptian sides (not to speak of the 
third party, the Americans). In 
order to understand how the diffe- 
rent parties feel about the state of 
the peace today one must go back 
five years to understand what they 
had agreed to, or what they thought 
they were agrecing to. Reading the 
texts in that light, it becomes very 


clear that both Camp David and the - 


peace treaty itself are made up of 
two distinct purts. 

That part relating to the direct 
peace between Isryel and Egypt is 
clearly detailed. It is a phased agree- 
ment: Israel was to withdraw in 
given stages from Sinai, in return for 
which Egypt would implement speci- 
fic phased concessions. In exchange 
for the final withdrawal, three years 
from the time of ratification of the 
peace treaty, (April 25, 1982), Egypt 
was tu establish full diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel and begin imple- 
mentation of a series of agreements 
on normalization. 

Sadat. however, could not allow 
himself to be accused of selling out 
the general Arab and Palestinian 
cause, thus the most difficult parts of. 
the agreements, and the ones neces- 
sitating the most American arm- 
twisting, were those pertaining to 
the Paicstinian issue. In this area, 
the intent of the parties - and the 
language of the agreements — is 


much less clear. : 
Anyone who recalls the events of 


five years ago recalls a classic case of 
two contending parties, with a 
mutual interest in one ‘pact of an 
agreement agreeing to disagree and 
on the other part covering that dis- 
agreement with vague language, 
There was a common interest on the 
part of Israel and Egypt to conclude 
the peace treaty but Menachem Be- 
gin and Anwar Sadat could simply 
not agree on the: Palestinian: ques- 
tion. - 

It is generally forgotten today that 
ihe Camp David talks were on the 
verge ‘of breakdown ‘specifically on 
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“Minister Yitzhak Shamir. (Below) Mustapha Khalil, former premier of Egypt, 
Dr. Eliahu Ben-Elissar, former ambassador to Cairo and now chairman of the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Committe. 


this latter issuc. They were saved by 
Jimmy Carter's pressure, and by 
resorting to ambigious diplomatic 
language that could, — and was — 
interpreted by the opposing sides in 
totally contradictory ways. 

What is more important, is each 
side had expectations that time 
would work in favour of its own 
interpretation. Sadat believed that 
American pressure would eventually 
wear Israel down to agree to far- 
reaching concessions on the Palesti- 


nian issue that Begin could not bring . 


himself to make at Camp David. 
Begin, working on the priniciple that 
possession is nine-tenths of the hw, 
believed that time would work in 
favour of Israel, if she used the 
interim period to “establish facts” 
onthe ground in Juden and Samaria. 

In favour of whom did time actual- 
ly work? More in Begin's way it 
would seem, which is a major part of 
the explanation for the Egyptians’ 
current chagrin. The Likud govern- 
ment has established a much greater 
Israeli civilian presence in the West 
Bank in the past five years, although 
this sometimes tends to be exagger- 
ated in the international media, 

But the most important develop- 
ment in this regard is eerily reminis- 
cent of last week's news, King [Mus- 
sein, the ostensible moderate lead- 
ership of the PLO, aud the moderate 
Palestinian Arabs of the territories, 
all rejected the American and Egyp- 
tian invitations to join the process 
Sadat had started, ‘ 

The entire Palestinian section of 
the peace treaty was predicated on 
the assumption that they would join, 
so nothing has come of that part of 
the treaty to date. Hussein’s second 
rejection of the Reagan Plan is in 
keeping With the tradition of Palesti- 


nian - and Arab — short-sighted” 


intransigence. If one looks back to 
the 1930's and 40°s, one could even 
say jt is “the story of their life.""" 

To which one should add an addi- 
tional factor: the luck-of ‘eontinulty of 


hing “ 


the personae involved. On the Israel 
side, all the muin negotiators are 
gone; Dayun hus died. Begin has 
tetired to seclusion and Ezer Weiz- 
man to his Cotombey. The team 
which replaced them — Yitzhak Sha- 
mir, Moshe Arens and Yigal Cohen- 
Orgad - all either voted “no”, or 
abstained in the Knesset ballot on 
Camp David. 

For the Americans, Jimmy Car- 
ter, Cyrus Vance and Zbignew Brze- 
zinski have been out of office for 
more than three years. That is in 
keeping with the usual lack of con- 
tinuity in American policies and 
policymaking personulities. 

Continuity among the Egyptians 
has been greater. ‘The murdered 
Sadat is gone. But Mubarak, his 
sticcessor, although not a party al 
Camp David, was fully informed of 
what went on there. And Butros 
Ghali is still around, as ure Mus- 
(apha Khalil, and Osama ecl-Baz, at 
Mubarak'’s side. " ; 


WHERE does that leave us, in our 
effort to ussess the peace five years 
after it was signed? That will be the 
subject of a weck's series of articles. 
In the meantime, allow us to quote 
-one [sraell official who is very close 
to events in the relationship 
between the two countries, but who 
prefers to remain anonymous. 

“We Israelis are totally upreason- 
able in our expectations. We forget 
what we got, We no longer marvel. I 
still do, despite the daily problems 
that Ὁ confront in the implementa- 
tion of the peace.” 

Perhaps it would be well to com- 
‘pare the peace with Egypt with 
another peace agreement concluded 
‘in the Seventies, between the U.S, 
and North Vietnam. On the scale of 
comparison, the Israél-Egypl peace 
is a great success.

IT WAS some fragments of an old 


manuscript shown hint in 1896 by 
twu Scottish ladies recently 
returned from the Neur East that 
caused the Cambridge scholar to 
overcome previous scepticism and 
pack his bags for Cairo. 

. Solumen Schechter, reader in rab- 
binies at the university, had not 
even bothered classifying a box of 
“Egyptian fragments,” us they were 
then called, that had been acquired 
by the university three yeurs before. 
But the frayed pages of the twa 
Scottish collectors made him realize 
tht a scholarly treasure of un- 
imaginable wealth had been found. 
The fragments were part of the text 
of Evelesiasticus or the Book of 
Wisden by Ben Sira, written about 
200 BCE. It was known only 
through its Greek and other transla- 
tions hecause the original Hebrew 
text had been lost. However, the 
fragments held by Shechter, wrilten 
in the Middle Ages, were in the 
original Hebrew. 

The treasure Schechter was to 
discover — or, more accurutely, 
rediscover — in the attic of the 
Ezra Synagogue in Cairo would not 
only shed light on religious 
literature but also open a spec- 
tacular view of daily life in the 
vibrant Jewish and other com- 
munities of the Arab world in the 
Middle Ages. 

Part of this treasure will be ex- 
hibited at the Israel Museum begin- 
ning March 27. A collection of 
manuscripts lent by the Jewish 
Theological Seminary in New York 
will be displayed alongside the 
Dead Sea Scrolls, which are refer- 
ted to as “the elder sister” of the 
Cairo manuscripts by Magen 
Broshi, curator of the Shrine of the 
Book. Broshi believes that the ex- 
hibition, tu be on view for half a 
yeur, may be the first serious display 
of Geniza documents ever mounted 
anywhere. 

The exhibits include a letter writ- 
ton in Spain by Rabbi Yehuda 
Halevi, one of the greatest Hebrew 
pocts, and a legal opinion by

Located in a windowless attic in 
the synagogue and reachable only 
by ladder from the end of the 
women’s gullery, the Cairo Genizu 
‘vas difficult for researchers and 
collectors to get lv, but was not 
totally inaccessible. 

It had heen seen in 1753 by a 
German Jewish adventurer and 
again in 1864 by a Jerusalem 
schalar. Despite a local superstition 
that disaster would befall anyone 
who handled the ancient writings, 
large amounts of material began to 
find their way into the hands of 
antique dealers and scholars in the 
early 1890s. And probably even 
earlier. A Russian churchman in 
Jerusalem acquired an important 
collection, which is today in 
Leningrad. The acquisition of a 
Budupest Jew has filtered down to 
the Hungarian Academy of 
Sciences. American collectors who 
acquired Geniza material in [89] in 
Cairo presented il to Dropsie Col- 
lege, in Philudelphia. 

The scepticism towards the Cairo 
finds maintained by Schechter, one 
of the foremost Jewish scholars of 
his time, changed after his iden- 
tification of the Ben Sira docu- 
menis, to a determination tg bring 
the entire remaining Geniza to 
Cambridge for careful study. 

With financial backing and letters 
of recommendation to the leaders 
of the Cairo Jewish community, he 
sailed for Egypt in December, 1896. 
He succeeded, after months of ef- 
fort, in purchasing the bulk of what 
was in the Geniza and shipping it to 
Cambridge. . 


GENIZA STUDIES were revived in 
recent years by Prof. §.D. Goitein, 
whose multi-volume work, A 
Mediterranean Society, has ex- 
lrapotated from thousands of docu- 
ments ἃ sweeping and fascinating 
view of the Moslem world and the 
northern Mediterranean shores, 
From letters and deeds of sale, a 
picture emerges of medieval 
slavery, for instance, that is far dif- 
ferent from the slavery later prac- 
ised in the Uniled States. Male 
slaves were rarely employed as 
meniuls and generally served as 
trusted business managers, not in- 
frequently acquiring considerable 
weulth. Slaves held by Jews were 
converted to Judaism and upon be- 
ing freed married Jéwish women. 


‘Our forefathers who had fled 


slavery in Egypt had returned to be 
slaveholders some 2,000 years later, 
albeit humane sluve owners. | 
Siave girls, who had names like 
Musk, Gold (Dahab) and Dexterity, 
were far more numerous than male 
slaves. While Islam placed a female 
Slave at the sexual disposal of her 
master, Judaism forbade this and

Sometimes items 
were sold by auction or, in the 
parlance, by “forming a circle” in 
which the purchaser indicated his 
intentions by standing up. Arabic 
manuscripts, for some reason, were 
allowed το be sold only by auction. 

Keeping one’s capital working 
was a prime rule of commerce. “Do 
not fet idle with you one single 
dirhem of our partnership,” writes a 
Spanish Jewish merchant from Tyre 
to his partner In Cairo, “but buy 


. whatever God puts in your mind 


and send it on with the very first 
ship sailing.” ᾿ 
The thirst for business intel- 
ligence is a central theme of the 
Geniza letters — news about prices, 
availability of capital, the political 
situation, the movement of ships. 


Business ethics were of a high . 


standard and complaints about un- 
fair practices in the Geniza docu- 


ments — apart from late payments .

“that permitted the junior “partner” 
to retain his dignity. 

Goitein has 450 distinct profes- 
sions in the society depicted in the 
Geniza, indicating a high degree of 
specialization and division of 
labour. Married women were ex- 
pected to engage in outside work 
and the marriage contract often 
stipulated whether their earnings 
were their own or their husband's, 
These ranged from practitioners of 
folk medicine and embroidery to 
bride-combers, an important job in 
any wedding. Ὰ 

There is no indication in the 
Geniza as to whether Jewish cook- 
ing differed from other cooking. 
Although bananas became popular 
in Europe and the United States 
only during this century, they were 
popular in medieval Cairo and 
Jerusalem. In one letter, a woman 
trying to persuade her nephew to 
visit her in her village tells him he 
will have plenty of watermelons to 
eal. ᾿ 
Merchant ships sniled on the 
Mediterranean in convoy to provide 
protection against pirates on the Li- 
byan coast (whose descendants lo- 
day display the same attilude 
. towards international law). Stan- 
dard ransom, whether for Jew, 
Christian or Moslem,, was three 
prisoners for [00 dinars, Prices for 
women were somewhat higher if 
they had not been violated. 
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THE GENIZA reveals the 
remarkable openness of the 
Mediterranean basin to the free 
passuge of goods, peoples and ideas 
during the High Middle Ages, 
despite political tensions and wars, 
In the Jewish world, this expressed 
itself in close links between points 
as remote as {ran and Spain, despite 
the frequent hostility of govern- 
ments in between. Foreigners could 
purchase real estate and even be ap- 
pointed to government posilions, 
Goitein points out that the Jews, 
for all their travels and extended 
stays in foreign shores, had ‘not 
turned into. rootless cosmopolitans 
but retained a poignant attachment 
to their native land, wherever that 
was.

MOISES VILLE was the regional 
centre, Its first official records were 
entered into a large ledger, in fine 
cursive Hebrew script, Who was 
born, who died, how many head of 
cattle, how many agricultural imple- 


ments. In 1898 the “Mutua” collec- 


tive marketing and social organiza- 
tion was set up. In 1926 the Banco 
Commercial Iaraclita of Rosario 
(the nearest large town, 300km. 
away) opened its doots in Moises 
Ville. 

The cemetery tells the story too. 
In the early years there were many 
smal! headstones — children's 
gtaves. These were years of want 


and struggle. ‘The newcomers had 
scant knowledge of the rudiments of 
cattle-reuring on the flut, endless 
Pampus, One long tombstone marks 
the resting-pluce of un entire fumily, 
massacred by marauding gauchos, 

‘The stones of the next generation, 
now in marble, no longer in rough 
unhewn stone, extol Talmudic 
scholarship and piety. Some curry 
photographs, enshrined behind 
thick glass. ‘The men have long 
beards; the women look devout 
beneath their head-shawis. 

Bul the tattered, lovingly 
thumbed Awnashim and siddurint in 
the seminary library bring the story 
up to date.

Jcrusalemites will have to pay 
more for less. Municipal services 
will be cul next financial year, ac- 
cording to the guidelines of the 
budget drawn up in Cily Hall. ᾿ 

Pinched between the constraints 
of the Treasury and Interior 
Ministry, the municipality is being 
forced to cut its budget from 188.6 
billion (at last October's prices) to 
187.84 ἢ. — just a bit less than nine 
per cent. 

This means that 146 jobs will be 
lost, Amiram Sivan, holder of the 
cily finance portfolio, said in a 
mecting of the One Jerusalem City 
Hall faction lust Friday. 

Municipal spokesman Rafi 
Davari said this week that this does 
not men that 146 people will be 
fired. Purt of the cuts will be made 
by not replacing people who cither 
quit or retire, by cutting or 
eliminating part-time jobs and by 
persunding some people to take ear- 
ly retirement. 

But Davara admitted that the city 
administration has already gone 
through this routine before — last 
lime it was 250. jobs — and there 
isn't much more room for “pain- 
Iess” cults, So, sume people will 


simply lose their jobs. He stressed, . 


however, that all of this would be 
done in consultation with the cily 
workers’ union und the directors of 
various departments. 

The bud news for residents is that 
there will be fewer niunicipal ser- 
vices, and that people will be asked 
to cough up cash for services that 
cost little or nothing until now. 

Possibly the largest cuts in the 
capital will be in health services. 
The free dental programme for 
children, offered to only a small 
part of the population, will πὸ 
longer be free. City officials are still

trying to work oul some way to give 
relatively cheaper dental treatments 
to children, but they don’t yet know 
exactly how to arrange it. Also in 
danger is the city's mother-and- 
child centres (tipat halav). The 
Health Ministry, which in some 
parts of the country foots the whole 
bill for these centres, isn't granting 
enough funds to run the more 
sophisticated services that 
Jerusalem mothers enjoy, city of- 
ficials say. Another great problem is 
that the ministry money is always 
late. So Lotte Salzberger, the city 
council member who is responsible 
for these services, is trying to find a 
way (to keep them working — pos- 
sibly by charging more money.

storey, semi-detached houses. . 

Now, eight months afler_ the 
original completion date, the place 
looks like a ghost town, with half- 
finished houses standing empty and 
few workers on site, =“ 

Two weeks ago, the group sued 

assco, the building contractors, 

τ breach of contract, Last week, 
Bayit Beyisrael members 
demonstrated opposite the Rassco 


sales office on Rehov Lunz down- 
town, They claimed that the com- 
puny hus been deliberately dragging 
its fect in order to pressure them to 
agree to changes in the contract. 

The court hearing was postponed 
until next Thursday while negotia- 
lions hetween the group and Rassco 
are underway, According to some 
members of the group, the contrac- 
lors agrecd to resume work on site 
in the nicantime, “‘but in practice, it 
isn't so simple." 

Rassco, the building company 
formerly owned by the Jewish 
Agency but subsequently sold to 
privale interests, began work at 
Ramot Bet after winning the 
tender towards the end of [98]. 
The red-tile-roof cottages began to 
take shupe, and progress was anx- 
iously watched by the potential 
homeowners who had cach invested 
between $90,000 to $185,000. 

But as the deadline drew close, 
the project was far from complete. 
Rassco blammed the situation on 
the Lebanon war and the weather, 
and the group reluctantly agreed to 
an extension until November 12, 
1983. 

As the new “final" completion 
date approached, "all we saw was a 
tract of land with uncompleted 


Structures and hardly a worker in 
sight,’ according to a Bayit 
Beyisrael spokesman. 


“So, in accordance with the provi- | 


sion of our contract with Rassco, we 
ceased linking our monthly pay- 
ments lo them to the Construction 
Inputs Index, and we have asked for 
payment of the penalty for delay 


+ prescribed by the contract.” 


Rassco’s response, added the 
spokesman, was a threat to stop 
work altogether or, at best, “to link 
the pace of work to the level of the 
November (983 Construction In- 
puts Index." : ‘

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‘THE MOST COMMON sickness of 
the af{luent suviety is spectatoritis, 
The flow of information and emo. 
tien, of absurdity and horror, in all 
the media -- newspapers, cinema, 
radio, television — is unending, The 
helpless onlooker, being informed, 
surveying the world, prying into 
other people's lives, has hecome a 
Peeping Tom. The separation 
between doing and watching hus 
hecome the birthright of the mul- 
titule.

general survey — I wish there were 
space for that — let me say that The 
Homecoming, apart. from) every 
other quality of great drama, is the 
epitome of spectatoritis. 

This is not the usual Pinter horror 
play, hut the anxiety lurking behind 
“normal, everyday activities is in 
the text — und almost missing in 
this interpretation, 

The play is about sex: the drive, 
the lust, the fascination and the 
conimercialization of it. Π is also 
about manipulation, using others as 
objects and not as individuals. 

It is ulso about women as 
regarded by men — nurses, help- 
mates, earth-mothers, whores, 
merchandise, exploited and ex- 
ploiting, all in one . 

It is also about the theatre, 
watching an action develop, 
helplessly, like an irreversible 
destiny. 

It is also about post-war England, 
or the post-war West for that mat- 
ter, and about the new 
lumpenproletariat of the welfare 
Stale, 


It is also about intellectuals und 
their confrontation with real life, 
Meaning louis and the half-world of 
social parasites, Jt is also about 
homecoming, showing (he man who 
has sueceeded in rising from his 
social class (from sponging pelty- 
bourgeois to university professor) 
coming back and reverting to his 
origins.

It is asign of a great work of art 
thal so many questions can be 
answered in so many different ways. 


ILAN RONEN, in directing this 
play fur the Tel Aviv Cameri 
Theatre, hos chosen the more 
realistic, or naturalistic, method of 
interpretation. Something of the 
dreamlike quality of a Pinter play 
gets lost in the process and the 
impression is close to two- 
dimensional. The setting, by Adrian 
Vaux, enhances this trend, 

The precision of movement, of 
entrances and exits, of dialogue — 


for a change, every word is clearly 
audihle — do not compensate for a 
certiin lack of passion in the action. 
The pervasive sexual atmosphere 
should, in my view, be clogging and 
lascivious; here it is cool, and 
almost antiseptic.. The coolness 
should be left to the professor- 
husband and to the audience. This 
performauce is good in itself, it does 
less than justice to Pinter. 

The really exciting thing ubout 
this production is the ucting. Yossi 
Yadin surpasses himself in the part 
of the father, Max. It is one of his 
greal roles: a cantankerous old man, 
ἃ parasile masquerading us a pater 
familias, a liar who deceives himself 
about his dead wife, a natural psy- 
cholugist who sces through the 
woman — his daughter-in-law — as 
soon as he sets eyes on her.

One of his much earlier 
movies, The Purtoyrapher, was 
shown here, but it εἰ πὶ do very 
well, for it wasn't really porna- 
graphic. 

Now, thanks to last year's Cannes 
Festival, things may change. [m- 
amtura’s latest effort, 77.’ Ballad of 
Narayana, beat some formidable 
competilors to grab the Golden 
Palm, and the ensuing publicity 
wasn't lost on our distributors. 
What's more, the film has pleaty of 
sex and violence, both ingredients 
highly regarded for their box-office 
appeal; hence it was safe to assume 
that the film would do at least pass- 
ably well in Israel tov. 

And now is the time to pnt this 
theory to the test. For the public will 
be asked to vote, with their feet and 
their pocketbooks, and decide 
whether they can stand sex and vio- 
lence when no punches are pulled 
and there are no Hollywood cosme- 
ties to soften the blow. The Ballud of 
Narayama is ἃ hard-hitting, pitiless 
analysis of human existence; it may 
well cause some of the audience to 
feel uneasy, and some may even 
consider il revolting. 

Tmamura’s basic thesis in this film 
is very simple: manisan integral part 
of nature, and once you remove his 
outer costumes and cultural masks, 
you can’t help facing the basic facts: 
there are two impulses guiding his 
steps all through life, survival and 
sex. 

Once you reduce human be- 
haviour to these two simple con- 
stants, you can start your search for 
those specific qualities which, after 
all, give us the right to consider 
ourselves superior tu other species. 

Tmamura’s script is based here on 
a couple of novels written some 25 
years ago by Shichiro Fukuzawa, 
which were already tumed into an 
award-winning film in 1958 by 
another remarkable Japanese direc- 
tor, Keisuke Kinoshita. 

Imamura was then a young and 
inexperienced craftsman; he would 
have loved to get a shot at it, but 
nobody offered him the chance, and 
he had to wait a quarter of a century 
before — to his amazement — he was 
invited by a major studio in his 
country to do it. But he shouldn’t 
-have been surprised. After he 
started making movies in the late 
Fifties, he managed to establish for 
himself a reputation as a man exces- 
sively interested in objective real- 
ism, if objectivity means not siding 
with your characters but considering 
them dispassionately, and if realism 
‘Means never shrinking from por-- 
-traying the behavioural excesses 
these characters may be capable of. 
And in the same spirit, tic has shown 
}} akeen interest in documentaries—so 
much so that for much of the Sixties 
he stayed away from fiction films and. 
used hidden cameras in order to’ 
reveal some of the more unsettling 
facts about his fellow countrymen.

gucd, possibly with 
some justice, that such BES are 
things of the past, that the whole 
movie is just history, and as such its 
interest is limited. ‘Thi at seem 
even more reasonable if one consid- 
ers the fact that Imamura opts for a 
naturalistic style that does not sug- 
gest, as his predecessor's film did, 
any sort of symbolism. These are the 
hard facts of life. 

Yet one should remember that we 
live in a period that views wit 
mounting suspicion uny artistic 
attempt to dissimulate facts by using 
allegorical devices — therefore real- 
ism is recommended as the most 
persuasive way of approaching your 
audience. Also, once you go again 
through ail the events projected by 
this picture, and reevaluate them, it 
becomes obvious thal there is a 
strong resemblance, as awkward us it 
may be to admit it, between the 
characters on the screen and human- 
ity as we know it. 

Let's take the religious aspects 
which are, at first glance, pagan and 
totally removed from our own age 
and culture. The villagers know of 
no definite deity, respect no estab- 
lished rite; but they believe in some 
sort of Superior Force, usually iden- 
tified with nature, which preordains 
much of their lives. And because of 
that, even if they don’t really know 
what that Force is, they feel it should 
be kept satisfied. 

Now consider the religious cus- 

toms of most modern people in the 
20th century. They will tell you, if 
they are sufficiently progressive, 
that they regard -most religions as 
equally obsolete; they do not accept 
old-fashioned rites, bul they basical- 
ly believe in the existence of a Sup- 
reme Being, not necessarily identi- 
fied as Jewish, Christian, Moslem or 
whatever. 
Rather, they would define it as 
that Force which has created every- 
thing and suporvises -- ur, should we 
Say; monitors -- all our deeds, with- 
out taking an active port in them. 
Maybe it is Mother Nature they ore 
talking about just like the villagers, 
who are looking for signs that could 
be interpreted as the wishes of the 
God of the Mountain. - 

Now let's look at the morals of the 
Villagers.

Hf you also consider how impor- 
tant property is in our society, and 
recall how many wars have been 
caused hy property, you will be less 
shocked by the savage punishment 
inflicted by the villagers on thieves. 
Not to mention the fact that they at 
least have a sound moral justifica- 
tion which we quite often lack -- for 
in the village, when food is scarce 
because somebody has helped him- 
self illegatly to your reserves, the 
winter can become a deadly and 
ible enemy. 

For Imamura, there is no question 
that all the human behaviour shown

In Vonnegut’s comedy of the ab- 
surd, a neutron bomb hits Midland 
City, Ohio. No property is damaged, 
but the people who live there are 
killed, There is also a decapitation 
in Dead-Eye Dick, a blizzard that 
kills hundreds, and a suicide by a 
hapless wife who drowns her sor- 
tows with Drano. 

While there js little cause and ef- 
fect in the universe Vonnegut 
crentes, there is a lot of human 
cruelty and stupidity. After Rudy is 
arrested for double manslaughter, 
the police stick his face in ink and 
put him on display in a cage. Rudy 
is treated IIke a leper by the com- 


‘ munity and a slave by his parents. 


Although one calamity follows 


‘another, Vonnegut keeps us 


laughing all the way to the end of 
_the book. And that is just his point. 
For Vonnegut's moral vision is es- 


sentially a comic one. As Rudy’ 


himself ‘philosophizes: “‘How com- 


_ ical that 1, a single cell, should take 


my life so seriously." Rudy knows 
that was the mistake which ruined 
his parents’ lives. :

FAREWELL PERFORMANCE by 
Ernest Lehman.

WITH A STRING of screenplay 
credits which include North by 
Northwest, The King and 1, West’ Side 
Stary, The Sound of Music, and 
Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf? — to 
name a few — any novel of Ernest 
Lehman's, especially if it concerns 
Hollywood, must be good. And if 
it's funny, it has to be very funny. 
Well, Farewell Performance is no 
disappointment, It's not only good, 
it's very good, and hilarious also at 
times, 

The plot: film company president 
Howard Bluestein must pass a life 
insurance medical in order to con- 
firm his new position in the com- 
pany. He would never pass the 
medical on his own so he enlists his 
{win brother, Teddy Stern, to 
change pluces with him for a day. 
Teddy, a mediocre actor, plays the 
part to perfection, and afler 
Howard. is killed (bludgeoned lo 
death by Teddy's furious girl friend, 
who is confused by the switch), he 
must continue playing buth roles — 
himself and his brother — for as 
long as it takes to engineer 
Howard's accidental death, and for 
Teddy to collect $10 million in ip- 
surance us his sole beneficiary. 

The complications are many, and 
delightful. Teddy, as Howard, has to 
contend with his brother's secretary 
(whont he minaged to seduce, while 
playing Howard), his brother's 
houseman {a homosexual 
Englishman with an urge to improve 
his lot in tife), and his own girlfriend 
(who wants him to find the tape 
recording which reveals her guild, 
Teddy, us Teddy, must deal with a 
movie director who will give him a 
part if and when he (Teddy) con- 
vinces hinisell (Howard) to give him 
a shot at directing a Bluestein 
production. 

The Junacy reaches a point 
where Teddy himself hardly re- ‘ 
members who he is supposed to 
he ut any particular moment — 
although the "ghost" duricd in his 
deep freeze keeps reminding hiin. 

That this is a skilled, 
professionally-executed nuvel goes 
without saying. Lehman hus his 
audience sitling on the edge of their 
seats, al Farewell Performance and 
waiting for the next complication, 
The affection that the reader ac- 
quires for Teddy as himself is equal- 
led only by the respect that Teddy 
as Howard evokes. The surprise 
ending. tidies up the imbroglio, Any

to Marshall's June 5, 1947 speech, 
thus ensuring that the secretary of 
state's theoretical proposition 
turned into a-life-saving reality — 
the Marshall Plan; and it was he 
who was largely responsible for get- 
ting the Americans as actively in- 
valved in Nalo as they did. 

In fact, Palestine was the only is- 
suc on which Bevin could not get 
the Americans to ‘act in the direc- 
tion he desired.

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Old City 
Africans 


Living in the cells of a former Old City 
prison is a thriving African community. 


Wendy Pullan 


Most peuple discover that the 
stories they loved and believed as 
children are fairy tales. For Adnan 
Mohammed Jeddah, the opposile 
has happened. At night, before bed, 
his father told him tales so extraor- 
dinary that he elassihed them muake- 
hejieve. Only as he grew older did 
he realize that the stories were true 
and, what's more, were about his 
own parents’ lives. 

Adnan's father was a member of a 
group of bluck Moslems from 
central Afriet who came to live in 
Jerusilem in the 1930s, searching 
fur a better life. Today they are one 
of the many tiny minority com- 
munities in the Old City. 

Originating in Sudan, Chad, 
Sencyal and Nigeria, some of them 
served with the British army in Pala- 
stine in World War I and then made 
their way buck to Africa, carrying 
with them memories of the Middle 
Fust and Jerusalem. 

A religious Sudanese was the first 
to return. ffe sat every day on the 
Temple Mount, and when other 
Africans made the Haj to 
Jerusuiem, they knew by word-of- 
mouth where to find him. 

Like Adnan's futher, many of the 
pilgrims hud walked the whole dis- 
tunce, and when they finally ar- 
rived, were in need of rest und sup- 
port. The elderly Sudanese took 
them in and eventually established a 
community on’ Ala Eddin Street 
near the Temple Mount. 

Alu Lddin Street (or Aladin in 
linglish) is just one block long, and 


‘is known hecnuse the entrance to 


the Moslem rofigiow# trust, the 
Wak, is situated at the far end, next 
to the Prison Gate, Two old Turkish 
jails line the street, giving the gate 
its nume and it is withia their walts 
that the Afrleuns now live. 

The prison buildings were erected 
by the Mamelukes as medressas or 
theological seminaries, the 13th- 


century Islamic equivalent of a. 


yeshiva. Today Inscriptions and 
decorative carvings which had been 
removed from other structures and 
re-used cyn be seen on the outside 
walls — ἃ common Mameluke prac- 
lice, ἐς παλτὰ τὰν ᾿ 
Eventually the medressas were 
converted to prisons; the smaller 
one on the north side, for prisoners 
walting for exeoution, was named 
Blood Prison, and in the larger one 
to the south, were incarcerated less 
serious cases, . peer 
During the British Mandate the 


prisons were moved and the 


Africans discovered them, buildin 
huts in .the inner courtyards an 
sometimes living in the cells. As

- was, it was better than what they 
hed left behind in Africa, © ἢ 

Adnan says that some οὗ" the: so- 
called tales that he remembers 
described the terrible conditions ‘in 
central Africa 50 years ago. There 
were deserts, wild beasts and snakes 
curling down from the. roof tops. 
Famine -was part of everyday :life 


and there was constant ‘tribal 


feuding. Our elders had no future 
there and they knew it, so .they 
decided to come here,” 

Tuday behind the tall walls of the 
prisons live nearly 200 families. 
Must of the simple huts have been 
replaced with concrete houses 
covered in stucco. In the larger 
courtyard there are smull streets 
and occasionally a garden: a village 
within a prison, within a city. 

‘The courtyard is crowded with six 
or seven people living in each of the 
two-room houses, Bul there is room 
lo expand, with some of the prison 
cells remaining vacant. A sense of 
neighbourly cooperation is evident. 
The community worked together ta 
convert a vaulted section of the 
old Blood Prison into a mosque, 

According to the Africans, their 
relations with the municipality are 
generally good. The city authorities 
have provided them with amenities, 
most recently a public bath house. 
Mast of the houses have mnning 
water and electricity and, as 
elsewhere, television antennas, 

The Africans consider themselves 
to be ἃ separate group and not 
politically affiliated, When the Jor- 
daniuns took over the Old City, the 
Africans felt the need for official 
representation to deal with the new 
government and they elected 
Adnun's father, Mohammed Jed- 
dah, to be theif leader. He is the son 
of u local villuge chief in Chad and 
seemed to them to be the natural 
choice for the job. The Israelis 
replaced the Jordanians but Jeddah 
still holds his position and sees his 
community as a permanent fixture 
in a fluctuating political arena, 

“What the elders of the com- 
munity would like to think of as per- 
mnnent, is not considered so by the 
younger generation. There has 
nlways been a narrow line between | 
assuming the cullure of their 
ndopted home and retaining 
African customs; but now that a se- 
cond generation has grown up, 
change [8 coming more rapidly. 

‘The parents still speak their tribal 
tonguages and In many instances 
thelr Arabic is not fluent. However, 
few of the children know more than 
ἃ fow words of (he African dialects 
and most were educated In Arabic. 
Adnan himself studied in a French 
school as his father wanted him to 


earn ἃ European language and 


never bothered to teach him his 


ative tongue. ;

A wet Tuesday night at Sha'ar 
Hagai. Visibility is poor. ‘The head- 
lights of the sherut bring only u 
Metre or so of road inte focus. Our 
driver braces himself. His foot shims 
down hard on the brake -- but not 
Soon cnough. There is a heavy thud 
followed by a loud, crunching sound. 
We have collided with (he car ahead’ 
of us — another shernt, whose driver 
swerved [ avoid hitting a hody tying 
Prone in the middle of the road. 

Our driver throws up his hands in 
resignation und curses softly under 
his breath. His first thought is for his 


vehicle. He gets out τὰ inspect the 


damage. The front af the car looks 
like an accordion. The dejected driv- 


‘er asks whether anyone is hurt. 


Aside from being shaken up, we are 
all uninjured. 

Our ‘shernt and two others in- 
volved in the collision will have to be 
towed into Jerusalem. A man in a 
rain jacket stands in the roukway, his 
arms flailing wildly as he tries to 
divert traffic and prevent another 
crash.

appears to be broken. Several 
bystanders say that she was thrown 
out of the back of a cur.

On the right side of the road a 
group of six girls weep hysterically.

He 
breaks down sind subs like a baby 
when a hit-and-run Peugeot rams 
into the side of his ear and leaves a 
huge dent in the back fender. “Why 
don’t you go after him?" he screams 
al the policeman. The officer smiles 
at him as if iething has happened, 
and mikes no attempt tu give chase. 
The cab isa write-off anyway. Mean- 
while, the woman has been removed 
from the rond snd transported in the 

direction of Jerusalem in a private 
car. The man who is with her does 
not know where she has been taken. 
and luter approaches the crying girls

Some of the Jewish land has been 
sald. Some is still farmed by Jewish 
families whe moved into Moises Vil- 
le and commute to their campos 
along the ruler-straight farm tracks 
in Chevrolet trucks, lo oversee the 
hired hanes milk the cows or fatten 
the bulls for slaughter. 


A JEWISH rural community which 
in its heyday aumbered many thou- 
sands is now reduced to less than 
1,000 souls, all living in Moises Ville 
itself. They comprise only 30 per 
cent of the township's population. 
Bat everything still stops on Rosh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur, and rela- 
tions between Jews and gentiles are 
relaxed and natural. 

Many young people made their 
way from the Moises Ville group of 


colonies, and from other Jewish 
colonies in Argentina, to kibbutzim 
and mushavint in Israel, Many more 
moved to Buenos Aires in search of 
university education and job op- 
portunities. 

Religious practice has steadily 
declined. Today only two of Moises 
Ville's four synagogues still function 
— und only just. There is no shohet, 
and no one cares, 

On the other hand, virtually all of 
the Jewish children attend the 
Jewish elementary schoo! and the 
seminary, (The seminary also al- 
tracts Jewish youngsters from other 
parts of the country for whom it has 
boarding facilities.) The teaching, 
while not religious, imbues a love of 
tradition, says Chava Gelbert- 
Rosenthal, director of the seminary. 

She and other mothers in Moises 
Ville sent their children to a 
Lubavitch summer camp this year. 


A colleague al the seminary, Belkiss 
Bathorn, also born in Moises Ville, 
believes there is a certain swing 
away from the near-dogmatic 
secularism of the past to a more 
tolerant and pluralistic approach. 

Belkiss speuks a fine Hebrew and 
a flawless, literary Yiddish which 
she learned at the Moises Ville 
seminary. Her father, Josef, came to 
Moises Ville from Germany in the 
"30s. He was a caltle-dealer there, 
and took well to the rural life and 
cattle-based economy of the Jewish 
colonies, He decries the lack of a 
rabbi or a shohet, and blames the 
communal authorities in Buenos 
Aires. 

Belkiss feels that the families who 
preferred to slay in the colonies 
rather than seek bourgeois city life 
represent, in the main, the German- 
Jewish stock. The Russian and East 
European immigrants, though they 


cime earlier, apparently sank shal- 
lower routs inte the soil of Santu Fe 
province. 


WHATEVER the sociological ex- 
planations, the once-flourishing 
Jewish agricultural colonies in many 
parts of Argentina are now ulmost 
all extinct or in sleep decline. 
They were a short-lived episode 
— some would siy un aberration — 
in Jewish history. Theodor Herzl 
himself tried to persuade the 
philanthropic baron that his money 
would be better spent in Palestine. 
Certainly the funds that went to 
purchase vast tracts as far afield as 
Rio Negro province in the south 
and Entre Rio and Santa Fe in the 
heartland of Argentina (there were 
similar projects in south Brazil too) 
could have bought much — some 
historians say all — of Palestine. . 
Qn the other hand — while on 


the subject of historical might-have- 
beens — every Jewish colonist in 
Argentina was one less victim for 
Hitler's Holocaust. The colonies, 
moreover, were an intense and 
vibrant breeding-ground for genera- 
tions of Argentine Jews, and for 
thousands of idealistic young olim 
to Israel. ᾿ 

Chava und Belkiss and their 
farmer-husbands, moreover, by no 
means regard themselves and their 
little community as declining 
towards extinction. 

They have stayed in Moises Ville 
by choice, they say, because they 
love the outdoor life and spurn the 
city rat-race. ‘Can there be 
anywhere better to bring up 
children?" Chava asks, Her straw- 
haired son Arieh, she says, who at 
age IL is an accomplished horseman 
and cowboy, “has the soul of a

FOUR YEARS ago [ was u patient 
in (he internal-medicine ward of the 
Shaare Zedek Medical Centre in 
Jerusilem, recovering from a heart 
attack. On being transferred to the 
ward from the intensive-cardiac- 
care uait, where | had been hooked 
up to a monitor, | was told to report 
immediately any strange sensations 
in my chest. 

On Friday night, my third night in 
the ward, 1 felt something in my 
chest that | had not felt before. [ 
summoned a nurse and told her. She 
went out and returned a few mo- 
ments later accompanied by a 
young man wheeling an electrocar- 
diograph. The nurse gave the young 
man instructions, and he set about 
doing an electrocardiogram (EKG). 

For some reason, the EKG was 
not going well. The pair stopped 
and left. Shortly afterwards the duty 
doctor came rushing into the room 
followed by the nurse. The nurse, 
apparently a trainee or fresh out of 
school, was explaining the situation 
to the doctor, who meanwhile asked 
me whal was wrong. J told him, and 
he, a young resident who wore a kip- 
pa, promptly set about doing the 
EKG himself. He also checked my 
pulse und blood pressure. When he 
finished, he told me that everything 
seemed tg be all right. 

I apologized for having troubled 
him, especially for having disturbed 
his Subbath for whut seemed to 
have been no goad reason, He said: 
“Never mind, that's what I'm here 
for.” And he told me not to hesitate 
to signal if I felt anything again. 


THIS EPISODE involved several 
aspects of treatment in a hospital 
run according to the Halacha, 

First, my pushing the button that 
Sabbath Eve to summon a nurse did 
not directly set off a buzzer or turn 
on a light. It activated a special 
device in a manner that did not in- 
yolve Sabbath desecration, and that 
device independently, as it were, set 
off the signal that brought me the 
nurse, 

This special signalling system for 
Shubbal and ather Jewish holy days 
is an integral part of the operations 
of Shaire Zedek, the founding

These special Shabbat systems 
and devices, including the “Shabbat 
tclephone” system (which Shaare 
Zedek does not yet have, for lack of 
money), have been and are being 
conceived and executed by 
Orthodox scientists and 
technologists working mainly at 
thrce institutions devoted to the 
subject: the Jerusalem College of 
Technology, the Jerusalem Institute 
for Sclence and Halacha, and the 
Tzomet Institute in Alon Shevut. 
Others, including doctors and phar- 
mucists, come up with solutions to 
problems of kashrut in drugs, es- 
pecially for Passover use. :

the rounds, together with Rabbi 
Ya'nacov Strauss, head of the 
religious-affairs department, 
deciding who may observe an total 
fast, who must eat «a regular diet, 
and who may conduct ἃ “partial” 
fust by eating in certain halachical- 
ly prescribed measures, The rabbi 
goes along on these rounds in order 
to back up tlie doctors when 
patients show reluctance to obey 


.the doctor's orders not to fast. 


WHAT 1 HAVE described so far is 
based mainly on personal ex- 
perience at Shaare Zedek, where } 
was hospitalized three times in re- 
cent years, From what T have been 
told, the situation regarding in- 
stitutional religious observance and 
provision for the religious-ritual 
needs of Orthodox Jewish patients 
and staff seems to be essentiully the 
same in virtually all respects αἱ 
Bikur Cholim and in most respects at 
Hadassah’s centres in Fin Kerem 
und on Mt, Scopus, 

Both Shaare Zedek and Bikur 
Cholim ure constitutionally act up to 
be nin uccording to Hulacha. “A 
corollary of this," said Prof, Arnold 
Rosin, the Orthodox head of Shaare 
Zedek’s periatrics department and 
at the time of our conversation the 
hospital's necting director-general, 
“is an a prior] openness to Orthodox 
pulients and (heir special needs, 
Ilere religion sets the tone, At other 
hospituls, religious people may be In 
the minority and may sometimes 
have to toe a non-religious line.” 

Said Strauss: “Concern for the 
needs of the Orthodox patient and 
staff member is built into our opera. 
tions. In another kind of hospital, It 
hus to be provided as a special ser- 
vice," 

The Orthadax director-general of 
Bikur Cholim, Yosef Cohen, said: 
“Orthodox observance here is ἃ 
self-evident matier, We are no less 
strict in this respect than Shaare 
Zedck." Suds 
_ Rabbi Ya'acoy Rakovsky, whose 
litle is “Rabbi of the Hadassah 
Medical Centres,” had this to say: 


- “Regarding kashrut, our kitchens 


can compele even with Shaare 
Zedek. Regarding Shabbat, 
however — that may be better ar- 
fanged at Shaare Zedek, because 
they have more religious workers.” 
And he added, in a somewhat 
qualified statement. that seéms to 
Underscore the significance of 


Rosin’s and Strauss's statements:: 
. “In general, any Hadassah staff:

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Prennses caf yrrimge to do so — 
with my help, when necessary." 


ONE ARRANGEMENT at ull 
three institutions that is especially 
Suited (0 uhservant staff members is 
non-Jewish drivers of the hospital 
ambulances to lake workers to and 
from work on Jewish holy days. The 
overwhelming majority of Orthodox 
hospital persoanel are prepured to 
do their normal tours of duty on the 
holy days -- provided that the 
hospital is sensitive to their require- 
ments and sensibilities. 

Some hospitals have Jewish 
drivers working on these days, and 
observant workers refuse to ride 
with them. Consequently, they ask 
not to be put on duty, or, when they 
must work, they prefer to walk long 
distances rather than be a cause, 
hawever indirect, of another Jew's 
working on the holy day. 

Another such arrangement, men- 
tioned curlicr, is that of non-Jews 
hired to perform on the holy days 
certain medical-connected tasks 
that Jewish luw forbids, but which a 
non-Jew may be instructed to ex- 
ecute, For example, the non-Jewish 
workers go uround with the doctors 
and nurses on the Jewish holy days 
to write on the patients’ charts the 
blood pressure, temperature and 
other measurements that have to be 
made and recorded, and the doc- 
tors’ remarks concerning the 
patients’ conditions and further 
treatment, However, no learning 
rounds ure made on Shabbat, and 
any cxaminations and - treatment 
that can wait are postponed until 
the Shabbut is out. 

Both Shaare Zedek and Bikur 
Cholim regard it as a breach of dis- 
ciplire, which can lead to dismissal, 
for a Jew to perform non-

emergency tasks that the. Halacha 
farbids. 

Of course, smoking, even in areas 
where it Is otherwise ermilted, is 
strictly forbidden on Shabbat, both 
to staff and to patients and visitors. I 
know of αἱ loast’ one hospital in the 
Constal Plain where there is no dif- 
ference between Shabbat and week- 
days as far as smoking is concerned. 

Here {t should be recalled that 
when clear and immediate danger 
to life is involved, a Jew is not mere- 
ly permitted but is commanded to 
do even otherwise forbidden things 


in order to save life. Indeed, there 


are Orthodox doctors and nurses, 
who, when emergencies hse rd 
at the opportunity to periorm 
wana oak seemingly in violation of 
the holy day, in order to serve as an 
example of “halachic behaviour. 
And when a matter of a medical 
nature must be performed on Shab- 
bat, i Is‘done by the competent 
niedical staff even if: its not an 


emergency matter. Otherwise, if, . 
for example, it is Important for the ᾿ 
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ts, done by volunteers at most hospitals. 


Purpose of followup in order to pre- 
vent an emergency from develop- 
ing, the doctor or nurse may  in- 
Struct the non-Jew to do the jab, 

“But this is not Necessarily (he 
hest solution.” says Prof, Avraham- 
Sofer Avraham of Shuare Zedek's 
internal-medicine department. He 
is also an ordained rabbi und has 
writlen extensively on medical and 
medico-halachic mutters. Avraham 
explained: “Every time you write 
something, there is room for error. 
Since the Jewish doctor later has to 
check and transcribe what the non- 
Jew hus written, there is double 
room for error.” He reported that 
among the projects Orthodox 
technologists are working on is a 
computer with a Shabbat arrange- 
ment for recording such informa- 
tion, 


AT LEAST ONE other Shaare 
Zedek doctor, pediatrician 
Avraham Steinberg, is an ordained 
rabbi, and, Rosin said, “many other 
staff members studied at yeshivot 
and know Tora, and their way of life 
is the way of a Tora Jew." Avraham 
believes that this is α major factor in 
Shaare Zedek’s long reputation as a 
“hospital with a heart — not just a 
heart, but a Jewish heart. Many 
trainees from other institutions and 
visitors say (hat, in general, staff 
relations here and relations between 
staff and patients are different, 
special,” 

High praise for Shaare Zedek’s 
utmosphere came also from 4 doc- 
tor who defines himself as non- 
religious, surgeon Luis Rivkin. “I 
appreciate the fact that the special 
atmosphere for which Shaare Zedek 
is known plays an important part in 
the recovery of Jews who need a 
religious environment. 1 find that 


the nurses trained by our nursing 
school are more devoted --- are very 


special — because they are: 
religious, and because of the special . 


training they get here.” . 

Shaare Zedek's reputation for the 
special level of its nurses “is a con- 
sequence of the fact that our nurs- 
ing school accepts only Orthodox 
girls, who, by virtue of their 


background combined with the kind ἡ 


of training they receive, have a 
much: greater feel for the mitzva of 


caring for people,” said Rabbi. 
. Ya’acov Strauss, : 


Rahel ‘Melr, the head of the 


“school, said that the curriculum in- 


cludes courses in Halacha, Jewish 


‘ thought; -and ‘professional. ethics 


from a Jewish perspective. This, she 


explained, means teaching the stu-_ 
dents not only the technicalities of .

Or she would be more alert 
lo the need to help someone with a 
bandaged hand Lo perform his ritual 
ablutions hefore eating. 


“WE EMPHASIZE the need to 
treat the pitient as a human being 
und not as an ailment," Meir said. 
“To further our aim, we try our best 
τὸ pick teachers who wilt be role 
madels in the traditional Shaare 
Zedek spirit, and we single out for 
special encouragement und ad- 
vancement students who set the 
best example in this respect."* 

Rabhi Strauss is Shaure Zedek's 
chief internal religious authority. 
Bul since 1977 the nursing school 
has hid its own rabbi, Ben Menat. 
Together with Mcir and the 
teaching stuff, he decides on what 
he defined as the school's “spiritual 
uspects.” These include the relevant 
parts of the curriculum and extra- 
curricular activities, and the 
“spiritual factor".in the acceptance 
or expulsion of students. 

He, ioo, is concerned not only 
with the techniculities of religious 
observance, but also with the stu- 
dents' “Jewish altitude" to their 
work, to the patients and to their 
colleagues and professional 
sup:riors. “I regard it as one of my 
main tasks," Menat said, “to help 


- the girls to learn to live with the 


problem of the suffering they see in 
their work, and to inculcate in them 
the Jewish attitude to suffering and 
heating." 

He regards it as another major 
task “to help the girls to keep their 
sense of balance between what they 
ure permitted and what they are for- 
bidden to do on Shabbat." This is 
important, Menat expliined, so thut 
the girls should not begin to think 
that they are ‘desecrating’ the Shab- 
hat when performing certuin essen- 
Liul tasks und, as a result, develop a 
fecling cither that they are sinners 
or that ‘unything goes’.”

BIKURCHOLIM'S nursing school, 
which trains practical nurses, has ἢ 
different sort of problem.

As a conse- 
quence, explained ‘head nurse Ruth 
Cohen, many students require

equilly qualified from the profes- 
sional standpoint but one of whom 
is Orthodox, “the Orthodox woman 
will get preference.“ 

Now, hesides having staff rabbis 
and litymen seeing to the hospitals’ 
and their patients’ religious require- 
ments, all three in situations dis- 
cussed here — Hadassah, Bikur 
Cholim and. Shaare Zedek — also 
have various rabbinic gedotim. 
halachic “greats” whose authority 
is recognized by the strictest cle- 
ments in the Hared? community, to 
whom they apply for help in solving 
specific problems thut arise from 
time to time. One problem might be 
an autopsy on which the hospital 
rabhi does not wish to rule alone, 
Another muy be a new device in- 
tended to make some tcchnical 
process permissible on Shabbal. 
Some of these gedolim are applied 
to equally by all three institutions. 

This develupment seems to be 
hoth a result and ἢ cause of a 
process in the lust decude or so 
whereby neither Shaare Zedek nor 
Bikur Cholim has the charm both 
once seemed to have for 
Jerusalem's ultra-Orthodox 
Haredim who are such an integral 
purt of their early history. 

Both were founded by Harecdim 
(Shaure Zedek, by a group of such 
Jews in Germany and Holland, and 
Bikur Cholim in Jerusalem's Old 
City); both have been traditionally 
directed by Haredi men responsible 
to like-minded public boards, here 
‘and abroud, including leading rab- 
binic authorities both here and in 
the communities providing their 
main support; and both were, 
traditionally, not merely hospitals 
but communal institutions, to 
whose directors, doctors and nurses 
muny Jerusalemites came not only 
for physical healing but also for 
spiritual succour. 


Shaure Zedek, especially, was 
identified with (he personality of the 
man who wus its first director for 
half a century, Dr, Moshe Wallach. 
Tt was often called "Wallach’s, 
hospital," or just *Wullach's"* — a 
designation old-timers still apply to 
Shnare Zedek's abandoned 
buildings in Jaffa Road. 

It scems that today, when they 
have an option, these Haredim 
chouse the hospital they will go to 
nat according to its early history or 
its Jewish-ritual arrangements, but 
according to the medical reputation 
of the department or doctor re- 
quired. Thus, it is no novelty today 
to find some leading Haredi per- 
sonality hospitalized — by his own 
request — at, sty, Hadassah rather 
than one of the others. As to their 
Shabbat and kashrut arrangements 


‘in hospital — ‘We manage,” 


several Haredim with whom 1 dis- 
cussed the matter said with a know- 
ing smile. (Many of them do not in 


any event use the “Shabbat 


elevators” and hot-water urns, and 
have food brought: to them from 
home.)

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THE HAIR is shorter in Berkeley 
today, and the hippie garh, the 
beads and long skirts und tie-dyed 
shirts have almost entirely disup- 
peared. It is a dozen years since we 
spent a gabbatical in this California 
university town across the Buy 
Bridge from San Francisco which 
wus the mecen of radical politics 
and hippie culture in the lute Sixties 
and carly Seventies, Returning fora 
few months this winter, one cannot 
help but be uwure of the dintectic 
heing played out before one's eyes. 
One cannot but be umuazed how new 
forces and fashions contradict, and 
at the same time assimilate, the 
past. Because Berkeley was so 
radical, symbol of social and 
political experimentation, vestiges 
of that period ure more in evidence 
here than in other phices. And yet 
here, tou, times have chunged. 

But first: what has remained? 
Among the disturbing vestiges ure a 
handful of burnt-out addicts, beg- 
gars, crazies whom one encounters 
in the centre of town slouching 
around or just sitting and gazing 
into the air, talking to themselves, 
asking one for “spare change.” 
These seein to he the shards, the left- 
overs, the failures of the Sixties and 
early Seventies who, testing human 
elastivity, curried their freedoms to 
the extremes of human experience 
and did not return whole, in body or 
in mind, 

But most did survive, and they 
are the successful hybrids of two 
eras, One can find them among the 
crafismen and workmen, the 
ceramicists, weavers and fine 
printers, the auto mechanics and 
carpenters around Berkeley. 
Influenced by the anti- 
technological movement of two 
decades ago, they turned to work 
with their hands, refining their craft 
as they went uwlong, und bringing 
pone back (o almost forgotten 
“5 like papermaking and spin- 
ning. 

This in itself was an echo of the 
romuntic English arts and crafts 
movement nt the turn of the cen- 
tury, which sought the integrution 
of the whole person in hie work und 
declared that he must not bo a cog 
in the technological wheel, but must 
create the whole object by himaolf. 
The heavily-stocked hardware 
storok, the couracs in auto 
Mechanics, are ula part of the 
Movement to bring peaple back to 
basic skills, create an unmedinted 
rolationship with the natural world, 
To this end, some went Lo communes 
in the countryside, lived with 
wood-burning aloves and without 
electricity and plumbing, Bul one 
doesn’t hear much of this any more. 
The craftsmen wha gained their 
skills at thut time seem to be in 
eonmaloally secure posilions to-

THE SHOPS reflecting academic 
gentility have moved in the lost 
decade from Telegraph to the north 
side of town around the Co-op 
supermarket. Here, in rustic- 
looking shopping arcades, well- 
appointed speciality stores sell 
elegant arts and crafts pieces amidst 
coffee shops, book-stores and 
gournicl bread bakeries, 

In fact, the most outstanding 
vestige of the Sixtles in Berkeley is 
the proliferation of natural food and 
gourmet shops. Certainly, al! over 
Amcrica, people are eating more 
healthily, but it Is certainly true in 
Berkeley, where the anti- 
technological rebellion against 
processed food has flourished into 
un affluent indulgence in which 
vegetarian, ethnic and gourmet 
resinurants, fruit and vegetable 
markets, and foodstuffs without 
urtificinl additives flourish. Nuts, 
seeda, dried fruit, grains and lentils 
sold hy weight haye infiltrated the 
supermarkets and produce atores, 
The Herkeley Co-op still tells you 
whut not to buy, what ia not healthy. 
And the Monterey Markot is a fruit 
nnd vegetable market where at 
lenst five varieties of every 
vegoluble can he found, as well as 
evory type of rout and mushroom. 
Casual, Inexpensive, it is perhaps 
the best of Berkeley, offering all 
possible cholces of produce as 
Herkeley does of lifestyle. — 


“THIS IS the freest of places, 
Everyone lets everyone live as the 
wish without a pressure.” This 
is the view Berkeleyites: have of 
themselves, and to 5 great extent it 
is true. Yet certain political pre- 
judices are taken for granted, as, for 
example, the left-leaning view 
which sees Israe) as aggressive and 
aggrandizing. ν 
That does not mean that the 
radioal politics of the Sixties, the 
sociailam of that era, is as yital an 
element in peoples’ lives as it was 
when they marched in the South, 
opposed Vistndm and credted com- 
munes. Perhaps the anti-nuclear 
campaign of today has some of the 
force: of those Issues. But on the 


.whole, political feelings are a long- . 
earned reflex. 


-At the university's Sprouf Plaza, 
which used to be the- arena for 
political debate, there are signs call- 
ing peopls to various political clubs,

were there was a big demonstration 
against the invasion of Grenada. 
One sensed, through the media, a 
certain exhilaration in this flexing of 
the political protest muscles again. 
Perhaps the real teat of political ac- 
tion will come in efforts to dethrone 
the antipathetic Reagan, 

One of the truly positive changes 
is the way Berkeley has accom- 
modated to the handicapped, mak- 
ing it possible for the wheelchair- 
bound to function in society. The 
Centre for the Disabled heips the 
disabled to find jobs, and organize 
their studies, and electronic 
wheelchairs, with ramps 
everywhere, make It possible for the 
handicapped to get around in- 
dependently, The educational 
stogan that everyone should be able 
to develop to the limits of his-or her 
ability, has become a reality for the 
handicapped In Berkeley. 


THE SEARCH for meaningfulness 
through eastern religions, spiritual 
groups, astrology, holistic medicine, 
witchcraft and cults atill exists, but 
it Is far leas visible than it was. 
Perhaps the corruption and un- 
derground pathology which were 
revealed so terribly in the Jones 
group mass-suicide a few years ago 
made these movements Jess attrac- 
tive.

This quality of being tied to one's 
falc and one’s own world and hav- 
ing to function within its confines 1s 
captured by Moreh in the gesture, 
posture, look or predicament of his 
images. A gorilla staring ‘from 
behind bars indicates basic 
emotional and social conflicts 
related to role playing, while a horse 
pulling a cart or a requiem for a 
bison transform subphyla creatures 
into mythical beasts. 

These single, noble images or 
more complicated figurative designs 
are injected with a personal touch 
that turns narratives into parables 
and slories into Fables. It is 1 com- 
bination of Moreh's emotional and 
intellectual worlds, two polar points 
fused to form one stationary 
energetic field. Moreh supplics the 
viewer with more guls than mere 
pleasantries. His observations are 
complicated assessments and never 
to be acecpled as preliminary 
sketches or details for something 
more grand. They are grand works

Moreh is a master of using line in 
just the right weight and density.

Some of it is available in English 
too —.which is unique in fsraeli 
consumer activity, Credit is due to 
Dorothy Resnik of Jerusalem, a re- 
cent immigrant from the U.S. 
who volunteered (o translate several 
of the authority's shopping guides, 
which tend to general market sur- 
veys und not results of comparative 
laboratory ‘testing. Subjects 
available in English so far include 
top-lvading washing machines, 
heating appliances, colour TVs; 
solar-heating systems, and equip- 
ment and services for ἃ new baby. 
The newest guide, on refrigerators, 
is only available in Hebrew so ar. 

- It wasn't much of a surprise when 


Nuzhat Katzav told me that “infla-:

‘consumers and consumer organiza- 
lions today,"" What was 8 surprise 
was the list of figures the authority 


cconomists compiled on the 
number of times prices rose for 
various foodstulfs during 1983: 
sugar, 21 inves; rice, 20 times; vil, 
US: ne, eggs, dairy prodicets, 
13: chieken, 12 times... No wonder 
the consumer is hard-pressed ta 
remember and compare prices, and 
is tempted net to hother, “Apathy is 
the enemy of the consumer,” says 
Katvav. “Precisely in these times, 
we must chech prices und quality. 
The consumer organizations must 
be strong, loa, We cannot afford fo 
brenk now."* 

ONE OF THE things a 
consumer urganizition can do 
is help citizens make good 
use of the network of Small Claims 
Courts, which encumpiss most of 


many type: in which the 
monetary claim, does not exceed 
TS10U.000 as of loday. (The vcon- 
sumer groups have to fight) con- 
stantly to have this ceiling figure 
raised, as ~- inexplicably — it is not 
index-linked.) The organization 
stuffers can advise when to use the 
Small Claims Courts, and can help 
wilh preparing a brief, as these 
courts are meant tu be used without 
lawyers. When they deem it neces- 
sury, representatives of the 
recognized consumer bodies can 
uppenr on behalf of a claimant. The 
two large bodies each use the ser- 
vices of two legal advisers apiece. 
They also deal with problems aris- 
ing under the Standard Contracts 
Law fhozim ahidim) which govern 
the printed contracts used by the 
gas companies, appliance servicing 
firms, ete. 

In order (o get its message across, 
the Histadrut Consumer Authority 
designated the entire month of 
March "Consumer Month,” with a 
wide range of information activities 
in factories, maternity hospitals, co- 
op supermarkets, and elsewhere. 

On its initiative, a special session 
devoted to consumer problems wus 
held last week by the Knesset 
Economic Committee under its 
chairman, Labour MK Gad 
Yu'acobi, logether with Katzuy of 
the withorily, und Buarzilai of the 
council, who made good-natured 
gibes ut one unother throughout the 
miecling. Both stressed thut legisla- 
tion to protect the consumer had 
improved in recent years, but that 
enforcement had not always kept 
pace, in some cases becnuse rele- 
vant ministers hud not issued the 
necessary ordinances, 

The authority gave the Economic 
Committee a lengthy memorandum 
of proposed improvements in the 
consumer protection law, one of the 
most popular anes would surely be 
te provision that appliance ser- 
vicemen must specify the hour of 
their visit, not just the day. 

The council made only one for- 
mal proposal bul an important one, 
also mentioned in the authority's 
list: (hat a “consumer cheque” be 
introduced for the advance pay- 
ment on goods to be delivered at a 
later date. Such a cheque cuuld not 
be pussed on by a merchant lo a 
third party, What happens row is 
that . ordinary -post-dated cheques 
get passed on exactly like cash, and 
if the merchant goes out of business,

THE BETTER BUSINESS Bureau

of its good work on behalf of con- 
sumers.
